Claims 21-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The features of first and second changeable lens elements in a digital eye 
camera, or a mirror that forms sequential, spatially separate images to form a 
stereoscopic image in a digital eye camera as claimed are not taught nor suggested by 
the prior art of record. Further, the limitation of a set of optical components in a retinal 
combination of elements for projecting an image of the aperture at the eye lens of a 
patient to form an entrance pupil at the eye lens of the patient does not appear to be 
rendered obvious by the prior art of record for a digital eye camera. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

Hanamura et al '540 disclose a magnification power changing lens device; 
however, there lacks a teaching or suggestion to provide a combination of components 
to image both the retina and the cornea.
